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Atomic Shelter Progress 


Under a new Navy Department regulation 
allowing up to five per cent addition to con­ 
struction costs of Navy buildings for civil 
defense needs, a bomb shelter type laboratory 
has been built near Washington for the use 
of 25 scientists and their assistants working 
on a “protective chemistry” project. 
Located at the Naval Research Center near 
Alexandria, Virginia, the reinforced concrete 
building was built at a cost of $335,000 and 
was designed to provide from 50 to 90 per 
cent safety against radioactive H-bomb fall­ 
out. 
An uninformed sightseer might think the 
architect got his plans jumbled because the 
IO to 18 inch thick outside walls are com­ 
pletely void of windows, while the inside par­ 
titioning walls have many windows. This is 
so the scientists may observe what is taking 
place in the various rooms. 
Extensive filtration plants and revolving 
doors to effect a closed atmosphere add fur­ 
ther to the safety of the occupants. The at­ 
mospheric pressure inside the building can 
even be controlled to a certain extent to pro­ 
vide better blast resistance. 
There are two rooms in the building which 
will never be used unless Washington is at­ 
tacked. These are decontamination rooms to 
be used for the disposal of contaminated 
clothing and the washing of victims of radio­ 
active fallout. 
This is the first Navy building built in the 
defensive construction theme but it is antici­ 
pated there will be others. The morbid de­ 
fenses of this building, and others like it, are 
ones Americans hope will never be utilized, 
but the small additional cost of these protec­ 
tive features warrant the adoption of them 
by other agencies of government and private 
industry as well.

WASHINGTON 'Pf — Sen. Knowland, Republican 
Senate leader, has repeated misgivings that if this 
country tries to talk peace face to face with the 
Communists it may lose its shirt. 
This hardly indicates full confidence in the Eisen­ 
hower administration’s ability to come out even 
in dealing directly with the Reds. The administra­ 
tion has just expressed willingness to have Formosa 
cease-fire talks with the Red Chinese. 
President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles seem to have confidence enough in them­ 
selves to believe they can at last talk with the Reds 
about a cease-fire without coming home in a barrel. 
Last weekend the Chinese Communists suggested 
talks with the United States to “relax tension” in 
the Formosa arear. At first the State Department 
said there could be no discussion concerning any­ 
thing in the area unless Chiang Kai-shek’s Nation­ 
alist government sat in. 
Knowland, California Republican who is a strong 
opponent of yielding an inch of Formosa or other 
Chiang held islands, had an immediate reaction 
to the Red Chinese suggestion: 
Direct negotiations with the United States—the 
Red Chinese seemed to say Chiang must be left 
out—could only “lead to a Munich, Yalta, or to a 
Geneva-type conference.” 
At Geneva the French 
last year let the Reds have half of Viet Nam. 
But this week Eisenhower and Dulles softened the 
State Department’s Saturday statement by saying 
they would have cease-fire talks with the Chinese 
Communists so long as Chiang and Formosa were 
not directly affected. 
Wednesday 
Knowland 
had 
another 
statement 
which suggested the Reds were up to their old 
tricks of double-cross and could not be trusted. 
This statement didn’t contain language as strong 
as the previous one. 
Last month when Eisenhower and Sen. George 
(D-Ga) were publicly discussing the possibility of 
Big Four talks, Knowland said: 
There are substantial dangers in a big power con­ 
ference which he believes would show the Western 
Allis divided. 
He said some American allies are 
“appeasement-minded” 
and 
might 
isolate 
the 
United States at a meeting with Russia. 
That was on March 23, but on March 30 he 
shifted his position and suggested a high level big 
power conference this year to deal with European 
questions.
